They asked France to commit 
herself “irrevocably” at Geneva to 
granting Indochina complete 
in­ 
dependence. 
The Indochinese resolution, out­ 
lined in a communique after the

been watered down from one pro­ 
posed by Indian Prfme Minister 
Nehru. Nehru had demanded that 


the British, Americans, Ruselam 
i^nd Chinese Communists promise 
not to interfere in the Vietminh 
conflict. 


The 
prime 
ministers declared 
Communist China should be ad­ 
mitted to the United Nations to' 
“ease world tensions.” All their 
governm ents have recognised the 
Peiping regim e. 
Other resolutions called for sus­ 
pension of hydrogen bomb testa 
pending U.N. agreem ent on pro­ 
hibition of such weapons, complete 
independence for French Morocco 
and Tunisia and resettlem ent of 
the Arab Palestine refuges In their 
original homes.

WASHINGTON US—’The Pennsyl­ 
vania Water A Power Co. yester­ 
day was denied a Supreme Court 
review of its unsuccessful suit for 
damages, under the anti-trust laws, 
from the Consolidated Gas Electric 
Light A Power Co., Baltimore. 
Pennsylvania Water said Consoli­ 
dated exercised contra dural con­ 
trols in violation of the anti-trust 
laws and prevented it from ex­ 
panding its electric generating fa­ 
cilities. 
Lower federal courts dismissed 
Pennsylvania Water's suit on the 
ground it had signed the contract 
involved and was therefore equal­ 
ly at fault. 
In 
appealing to the 
Supreme 
Court, Pennsylvania Water said it 
signed the contract while under 


domination of persons who were in 
control of Consolidated. After the 
domination ceased, Pennsylvania 
Water said it repudiated and re­ 
sisted the "subsequent illegal acts 


of Consolidated.” 
The appeal asked the high court 
to decide if a finding of equal fault 
is 
a 
defense 
against 
damages 
sought under the anti-trust laws. 
Pennsylvania Water has electric 
generating plants at Holtwood, Pa. 
It serves points in Pennsylvania 
and Maryland. Consolidated gen­ 
erates and sells electricity in the 
Baltimore area. Its transmission 
network is connected with Penn­ 
sylvania Water.
